Will Occupy the Attention of the Sen­ 
ate and the House. 
W ashington, Feb. 4.—The time of 
both the senate' and 
the house this 
week will he taken up with the con­ 
sideration of appropriation bills. 
In 
the senate the Indian hill is now' under 
■consideration while the house has the 
river 
and harbor 
bill tinder 
way. 
Several days wall be required to dis­ 
pose of each of these measures and 
when 
they shall 
have been 
finally 
voted upon the senate will take up the 
arm y bill, 
and the house 
the naval 
bill. 
These four measures wrill prac­ 
tically monopolize the time of the two 
bodies, as there are 
many points in 
each of them over which there is wide 
difference of opinion. 
It is expected

the question of big battleships will be

They concur in the opin­ 
ion that the United States is the last 
country with which Japan wrnuld go 
to war.

Bark Run Down and Badly Damaged 
by a Steamer. 
Norfolk, Va., Feb. I. -After battling 
with head winds and heavy seas for 
seventeen days and when within a few 
hours 
of her 
destination, the 
bark 
Charles Loring, carrying 380,000 feet 
of 
lumber from 
Savannah 
to New 
York, was run into 
and badly dam ­ 
aged by the Old Dominion line steam ­ 
er Seneca four miles off Seagirt, N. J. 
The collision occurred 
in a dense 
fog. 
No one was injured and no lives 
wore lost. 
It was with great difficulty that the 
d e w of the steamer, 
who put off in 
lifeboats, succeeded in rescuing Cap­ 
tain H. Debuhr and his crew of nine 
men from the sinking bark. 
At one 
time a boat from the Seneca contain­ 
ing six men became lost in the haze 
and was not picked up again until af­ 
ter two hours of persistent search. 
There was a stiff wind blowing and 
a heavy sea on, 
but the fog 
was so 
thick th at the two vessels were not 
seen by each other until too late to 
avert the collision. 
Captain Debuhr 
blames the Old Dominion liner for the 
sinking of bis craft, while the m as­ 
ter of tin* Seneca puts the responsi­ 
bility upon the shoulders of the Lor- 
ing’s skipper. 
The thrash occurred at 
the supper hour and the dining saloon 
of tin 
Seneca was 
crowded. 
When 
through the fog the Seneca was seen 
heaving down on the bark, there was 
no lime for putting about. 
The colli­ 
sion 
was 
almost 
immediate. 
The 
bark was nearly 
torn in twain and 
the glass in the Seneca’s dining room 
was 
shattered. 
A panic among 
the 
passengers of the Seneca was quelled 
by the officers and crew. 
Lifeboats were immeditely put off 
by the steamer. 
Calls for help could 
he 
heard through 
the fog and 
the 
rescuers hurried 
to tile side 
of the 
Loring. 
The bark was taking w ater 
rapidly. 
Her cargo of lumber prob­ 
ably prevented her going down with 
all 
hands 
before help 
could 
have 
reached her. 
Before leaving the wreck the Seneca 
placed a warning light on her, but 
she is directly in the 
path of coast­ 
wise 
navigation 
and 
a 
dangerous 
derelict.

Death frequently follows u sudden 
fit of anger. Persons who ure other­ 
wise sensible and even philosophical 
indulge at times In this suicidal and 
profitless pastime. The Emi>eror Nervu 
died at the age of sixty-six from fever 
resulting from a fit of anger. 
P a u l 
III., who occupied the papal throne 
from 15,‘U to 1549 and who was consid­ 
ered one of the most intelligent and 
liberal as well as Just of popes, died 
from a sudden fit of anger while up 
braiding Cardinal Alessundro Farnese, 
who had proved false to his friends 
aud benefactor. 
The emperor of Ynlentiniau while 
addressing a deputation of backsliding 
Germans allowed his angry emotions 
to get tho upper hand of his common 
sense and fell dead ere he had finished 
speaking. The celebrated English sur­ 
geon John Hunter Indulged In angry 
dispute with one of his colleagues at 
St. George’s hospital and dropped dead 
at tile feet of him who had been the 
cause of the resentful and bitter re­ 
marks. 
The Hessian surgeon Budda- 
woski, being angered at the awkw ard­ 
ness of an assistant during a surgical 
operation, gave free vent to a fit of 
anger and expired without a moment’s 
warning. 
The milk as well as the flesh of ani 
nails that have died while in a rage 
has freon found upon analysis to con­ 
tain elements of poison, and many an 
innocent baile has been made danger­ 
ously ill by nursing at the mother's 
breast Immediately after that mother 
had indulged in a tit of frenzy or an­ 
ger. Neither the chemist nor bacteri- 
ologist has yet beeu able to demon­ 
strate the particular poison or germ 
that renders the milk toxic under the 
conditions, but that a poison and a 
very active and energetic one exists Is 
unquestionable. 
Death during a fit of anger may bo 
produced by a tonic i rcx'uct developed 
by the undue excitement as much as 
to the play of the emotions upon the 
nerve centers of the heart. 
Little cb 11 - 
dreu should be taught In earliest in­ 
fancy to control their angry passions. 
A parent smiling approvingly at what 
lie is pleased to term the “spunkiness" 
of ids offspring without making any 
effort to reprove or to correct the out­ 
burst of ill temper Is guilty of wanton 
neglect and is storing up much un­ 
pleasantness for both himself aud the 
chilli in future. 
“Anger i 
a stone cast Into a w as;/a 
nest,' reads the Malabar proverb, aud 
how often the angry word stirs up 
strile and discord and contentions that 
kelp up a continual unpleasant buzz 
big until, like wasps disturbed in their 
nests, they alight upon tho disturber, 
bringing a sting that wounds ids own 
personality. 
"Be slow to wrath" might Im* a cher­ 
ished guide at any and every period of 
life. 
But as years rim their course, 
particularly if accompanied by a fee­ 
ble condition of body, a conscious tend­ 
ency to fits of anger should induce 
habits of strenuous self control. 
This 
control, however, is not acquired iii 
a day. 
The imprisoned tiro of anger 
but waits for the kindling breath of 
provocation, aud each time it is eon- 
fronted by the latter a calin exterior, 
even though tile spirit be at white heat, 
will win a victory without either party 
to the strife being a loser. 
A 
bright three-year-old 
ehild 
who 
was given to passionate outbursts of 
resentful anger each time lier wishes 
were thwarted was one morning sud­ 
denly lifted to tin* mirror with the 
mother’s admonition, “Look at your­ 
self! 
Immediately the child's resent­ 
ful face changed, and, nestling to her 
mother, 
who 
wisely refrained 
from 
saying another word 
regarding the 
ebullition of temper, she, with an apol­ 
ogetic hug, softly sobbed away tile re­ 
sentment. 
Some weeks afterward, during which 
time there w as a marked change for 
the !>etter In the temperament of the 
child, the mother had occasion to re­ 
prove tile little one for an aet of dis­ 
obedience, using perhaps unnecessary 
warmth of temper at the time. 
W ith­ 
out hesitation the little one seized her 
by the hand and took her to the mirror. 
Ook at orself!" she exclaimed, her 
childish voice as severe as lier strength 
permitted, at the same time struggling 
desperately to keep the angry lines 
ti oui her ow n tiny faeo by puckering 
her lips Into a form from which issued 
a succession of soft, nonchalant oos. 
The lesson had been taught, learned 
aud retaught, and who shall say bow 
far reaching Us influence? 
If one eau 
only la* brought to understand the toxic 
effect of anger upon tile whole senso­ 
rial system (if tin* Individual, resulting, 
as it frequently d<>cs, iii sickness and 
even death, each would be more at 
peace with his neighbor, with the com­ 
munity and with tin* world at large.— 
Marion Ainsworth White in Chicago

Mr. Mosier, the local agent, was seen 
by a D ispatch representative in regard 
to the above, and he denies that he re­ 
ported that there was not a shortage of 
fuel. 
He says that he reported that ho 
did not know of anyono here freezing to 
death, and this was in response to a 
query asking whether it was true that 
IO,(XX) people wero freezing here, as hod 
been reported. 
He says further that he 
told the exact situation, that several 
hundred families were out of coal, and 
that wood was very difficult to obtain, 
and that complaint was being made by 
shippers of wood that cars could not bo 
obtained at points of shipment, and that 
the company had promised and were 
doing all they could to relieve the situa­ 
tion. 
That Mr. Mosier is hustling as hard 
as he can is evidenced by tho fact that 
ho has succeeded in getting two car 
loads of coal, consigned to points in 
North Dakota that are snow bound, re­ 
billed to Fisher & Budd Fuel Co. in 
this city, which is being unloaded and 
delivered this afternoon. 
Mr. Mosier also reports that General 
Superintendent Klene has gone to Du­ 
luth and is having six cars loaded there 
today for this city, which will be re­ 
ceived probably by tomorrow, and will 
help some to relieve the situation. 
The fuel situation certainly is very 
bad in this city. 
Between threo and 
four hundred families are entirely out 
of fuel and as many more will be in a 
week or two, and until today no coal has 
boon received for a week and only two 
cars have been received in three weeks. 
It is estimated that it will take fifteen 
cars to supply the immediate crying 
demand. The two cars received today 
through the efforts of Agent Mosier is 
being dealt out in 1,000 pound lots by 
Fisher Sc Budd to make it serve 
many homes as possible.

The records of Dr. J. A. Thebes city 
health officer for the year 1906 show 
some facts of interest to pooplo in gen­ 
eral and show a good healthy condition. 
There was but one death from a conta 
gious or infectious disease during the 
year, that being from scarlet fever. The 
records show the following: 
Deaths, 13d; males Bl, females 52 of 
these deaths, 26 were porsons residing 
out of the city, who were brought to the 
hospitals here suffering from diseases 
or injuries. 
Tho month of August showed tho 
greatest number of deaths, 17 occurring 
in that month with 16 in December. 
Typhoid fever caused Bi deaths, but of 
these IO wero parties out of the city, in 
every case, probably, the person being 
brought hero sick with the disease. 
Cholera infantum claimed 14 victims, 
all being children residing in tho city. 
Pneumonia carried away 13 and the 
various forms of tuberculosis nine. 
In the matter of births there were 
127 recorded, of which 71 were boys and 
56 were girls.
